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AYS of using the Booklist, other than the usual one of check-

In one town all members of the 
library board take the Booklist and so are prepared to show a 
real interest in the selection of books for purchase. In another 
town it has been the practice to have copies of the Booklist avail- 
able for the public, and readers are free to request the purchase 
of books listed. You are urged to consider the use of the Book- 
list directly with the public, and to tell us of the results. 


HE list of children’s books which appears each month is 

built on the same plan as the rest of the Booklist. The in- 
clusion is not based on individual opinion as the titles are selected 
by the vote of many children’s librarians throughout the country. 
The notes aim to be descriptive rather than critical, informing as 
to content and physical make-up. It is a list that can be recom- 
mended by the librarian to teachers, parents and ali interested in 
books and children. 


T THIS time of the year, when the number of new children’s 

books is small, an opportunity is afforded to order some of 
the titles missed during the past months. It would be well to 
check up the children’s books in Booklist Books which will be 
ready in March, and so ascertain if some outstanding book has 
been overlooked. This list is chosen in the same way as the 
monthly list, by the vote of a number of children’s librarians 
whose opinions on these books are based on actual use. It is an 
encouraging sign that during the year there have been many 
attractive editions of old books. The best books are new to every 
generation of children and if the book-fund necessitates a choice, 
let some of the new titles, often of ephemeral value, wait and be 
sure that good and beautiful editions, of the best that all children 
love, are to be found on your shelves.
